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SEPTEMBER 


CANADIAN ARMY ART EXHIBITION 


Paintings and drawings by personnel of the Canadian army in 
training in Canada. An exhibition organized in 1942 by the 
Directorate of Auxiliary Services (Army), “not to produce a 
collection of war records, but rather to give insight into the life 
of a soldier as he sees it.” It is now on tour of both Canada and 
the United States. 


CHINESE PAINTINGS 


An exhibition of the work of the renowned teacher of con- 
temporary Chinese painting, Kao Weng, and his most out- 
standing pupil, Miss Chang K’un-i. 


OCTOBER 


AIRWAYS TO PEACE 


An exhibition of geography for the future, planned and 
directed by Munroe Wheeler, with text by Wendell L. Willkie. 
Its purpose is to depict man’s expanding knowledge of his 
surroundings from the earliest days of map making and to 
“assist the layman to orient himself in relation to the air age.” 
Its subdivisions are as follows: How Man has drawn his World; 
The Progress of Flight; War over the World; The Nature of the 
Atmosphere; Transition to Peace. This exhibition is circulated 
by the Museum of Modern Art, N.Y. 


NOVEMBER 
ROYAL CANADIAN ACADEMY 


The Academy is the senior art society of Canada. Its members, 
living from coast to coast, naturally give a great diversity of 
subject matter to the exhibitions, and since its present policy 
encourages younger artists to contribute, the scope of these 
exhibitions extends each year. 


JANUARY 
THE STORY OF PAINTING IN CANADA 


This is the main exhibition of the season and is being presented 
jointly with the National Gallery of Canada. It is a history 
of painting in Canada from the seventeenth century to the 
present day. There are five main phases: (a) religious paintings 
and portraits of the French regime. Very little of this earlier 
phase of painting has ever been seen, since the paintings have 
remained in original possession. (b) Descriptive painting of the 
British colonies. (c) The founding of the art societies after 
Confederation. (d) Painting before and during the last Great 
War. (e) The painting of the present day. 


FEBRUARY 


MUSEUM’S FIRST CHOICE 


This is a new experiment in exhibitions. A dozen museums in the 
United States have been asked to make a selection from their 
permanent collections of from four to six paintings done by 
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artists resident in America since 1930. This should demon- 
strate that modern painting is taken seriously by our professional 
colleagues across the border and is acquired by the American 
galleries as a record of our time. 


CANADIAN SOCIETY OF PAINTERS 
IN WATER COLOUR 


The Canadian Society of Painters in Water Colour stands to 
encourage all those who, fired by contemporary insights, 
find in water colour the medium to express their creative 
experience. It stands as a vehicle, to bring to the attention of 
the public, as fine a cross section of Canadian water colour 
painting as may be. Our regret is, that at this time, shipping 
expense makes it next to impossible for those conscientious 
water colourists, who habitate distant parts, to participate in 
our exhibitions. C.A. 


MARCH 
ONTARIO SOCIETY OF ARTISTS 


This will be the 74th Annual Exhibition. For the past few years 
the Society has instituted special sections in its shows, and it 
is proposed that this year this section should be devoted to 
experimental work done by a group of artists within the 
Society. 


APRIL 
CHILDREN’S ART 
Work by children, 8 to 14 years of age, from the Saturday 


Morning Classes and the Children’s Art Centre. This exhibition 
will include drawing, painting, clay modelling, wood con- 
structions and puppets.

15 of Van Gogh's earlier paintings which were brought to 
America at the beginning of the war. Exhibited through the 
courtesy of the Netherlands Government, which owns this collection. 


CANADIAN SOCIETY OF GRAPHIC ART 


The 1945 exhibition of this Society will have representation 
from all parts of Canada, and will also include work of guest 
contributors in the United States. 


CANADIAN GUILD OF POTTERS 


The Canadian Guild of Potters was organized in 1936. A 
handful of interested ceramists, all of Toronto, felt the need of 
a co-ordinated effort. To-day its membership reaches from 
Coast to Coast. It feels the responsibility of gauging and 
developing public taste in its own field. The Guild hopes to 
express the national feeling of the craftsman in his relationship 
to his art. 


It has gone on record as supporting the brief on cultural 
aspects of reconstruction delivered to the House of Commons’ 
Special Committee on Reconstruction and Rehabilitation, and 
with other societies, interested in Canada’s development of 
her arts and crafts, looks forward to the time when its arts 
become an integrated whole in the life of the Canadian 
people.

CIRCULATING EXHIBITIONS 


Three types of exhibitions come under our circulating exhibition 


department— 


(a) A special group of larger exhibitions circulated to libraries, 
community centres, universities, active service stations and 


business firms. 


(b) The routine circulating exhibitions of Gallery reproductions 


which go out mainly to the schools and libraries. 


(c) Exhibitions of children’s work arranged by the Children’s 
Art Centre. 


This department has expanded considerably during the past 
few years, the special group being a new feature instituted 
last year under the increasing demand for small exhibitions 


in this city and throughout the province. These travelling shows 
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play an important role in the development of communities, 
providing as these do a source of relaxation and a real con- 
tribution to visual social education, especially in those centres 
which have no other means of gathering together such exhibi- 


tions for the public. 


Five exhibitions in this group were organized by the Museum 
of Modern Art, New York, one from the National Film Board 
and two were arranged by the Gallery as requested Canadian 
shows. Altogether they had 44 showings during the season 
and contribution to the cost was made by subscription. The 
many letters of appreciation we received from the different 
centres have merited our enlarging the scope and number of 


these exhibitions this year. 


PROPOSED HIGH SCHOOL PROGRAMME 


As demonstrated by the programme of circulating exhibitions 
the Gallery has been endeavouring to make its facilities available 
to as many people as possible. But we have not as yet been 
able to develop a special programme for teen-aged groups. 
Therefore it is proposed that we should organize evenings 
during the season in which all high school students might take 
part, and that this programme should centre on our current 


exhibitions at the Gallery. 
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THE WORK OF THE CHILDREN’S ART CENTRE 


The Children’s Art Centre of The Art Gallery of Toronto was 
founded eleven years ago by Arthur Lismer. This centre was an 
extension and development of the Saturday Morning Classes 
founded by him in 1928. Throughout these years the Children’s 
Art Centre has continued as the outstanding educational activity 
of the Gallery. The building itself is set apart from the main 
building at Number 4 Grange Road, and is particularly suited 
to children’s activities. 


A group of classes arranged especially for members and their 
families will be held as usual at the Children’s Art Centre. 


CLASSES FOR MEMBERS’ CHILDREN 


(a) On Friday afternoons from 4 to 5.45 p.m. there are three 
classes for children ranging from 5 to 13 years. The enroll- 
ment is limited to 20 children in each class, and a registration 
of 15 is necessary in each age group. The fee for the season 
(22 periods) is $5.00. There will be a reduction in fees for 
each additional child a member registers. 


The programme is planned to arouse the interest of the various 
age groups and to give the children an opportunity for 
experience through various activities—painting, clay modelling, 
wood construction, costume designing and puppets. 


(b) Members are privileged to enroll their children between 
the ages of 8 and 11 years inclusive, in the Saturday Morning 
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Classes, without going through the procedure necessarily fol- 
lowed by the schools, provided they register before October 
7th. After this date names will be put on a waiting list. Fee 


for the season is 50c. 


It should be noted that since the Friday Classes are kept small 
in numbers, your children are given more individual attention 


than is possible in the Saturday Morning Classes with 400 pupils. 


(c) On two mornings of the week, Monday and Thursday, 
from 9.30 to 11.30, nursery classes are held for members’ 
children, from 2 to 4 years inclusive. While stress is laid on 
creative activity with paint, clay and other materials, the 
general programme includes games, free play, singing, story 
telling and other activities common to a well-rounded nursery 
school programme. Enrollment fee for the season (44 periods) 
is $12.00. 


ADULT CLASSES OPEN TO MEMBERS 


(a) Teachers’ courses are held at the Art Centre which will help 
the teacher members in the use of materials and methods used 
in art teaching and give excellent opportunity for observing 


large groups of children. 


(b) A series of monthly lecture tours on our current exhibitions 
have been arranged to acquaint teachers with the exhibitions 


to encourage them to bring their classes to the Gallery. Fee 
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for this is one dollar, but any member of the Gallery may en- 
roll in this series for 50c. 


(c) Adult courses at the Art Centre which are exclusively for 
the Art Gallery members, are usually organized on request and 
when a sufficient enrollment is guaranteed. However, all other 
adult courses are open to members. Information concerning 
these classes with dates, fees and some description of the type 
of study to be followed is sent to all Gallery members at intervals 
during the season, so that they may be sure of a place in 
classes which are of special interest to them. 


OTHER CHILDREN’S CLASSES 


Children of all ages and from all parts of the city come to the 
classes at the Children’s Art Centre. In the mornings there are 
a variety of classes. These attempt to include, in a general 
pre-school programme, considerable opportunity for creative 
expression with paint, clay and other related media. Many 
interesting projects with various materials are carried out. 
These projects are designed to help a child express his own 
ideas and experience and also to sharpen his constructive 
interest in the world around him. 


At no time is the aim toward professional training. Group 
projects and appropriate art materials are, we feel, better 
used with children to help develop a rich and social personality. 
They also give, of course, opportunity for acquiring skills which 
can be used in many fields. Among former C.A.C. students 
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are teachers, playground workers, leaders in Settlements, and 
group work agencies, and technical workers who have found 
early art centre experience valuable in their chosen work. 


RECREATIONAL AND PROFESSIONAL GROUPS 


The children’s classes, besides giving increased opportunity 
for art activity to children of schools and social agencies, also 
provide a field for educational research. Findings, from 
studies made by the Centre staff, are made available to 
teachers and group workers through the adult classes. Last 
year, the adult courses held at the Centre for this purpose were 
as follows: Teachers’ Course for teachers of public and high 
schools both; a course for group workers in settlements and 
camps; students from the Ontario College of Education and 
from I.C.S. attended the Art Centre for observation and 


practice teaching. 


Members of the Centre staff also co-operate with many social 
agencies, acting upon their request in an advisory capacity 
in the setting-up of art activities in their organizations. 


A recreational course for all those interested in the practice of 
some form of visual art was also held. Some among the students 
had previous art experience, but the majority were without. 
This course included as well some informal lectures in art appre- 
ciation, some demonstrations of various crafts, and conducted 
tours of Art Gallery current exhibitions. It is likely that this 
season the scope of the group programme will be considerably 
expanded.
